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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 . Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fukazawa et al. (USPN 4,045,802). 

With respect to claim 1 , Fukazawa et al discloses a solenoid that is connected to 
an electrical power supply (Fig.1; element 18, Column 3: line 16-44), a support member 
(Fig.1 : element 22) that is actuable by the solenoid to be movable between an operative 
and inoperative position (Column 2: line 66-67, Column 3: line 1-15) and a print head 
capping member (Fig.1: element 14) that is mounted directly on the support member 
(element 22) such that when the support member is in operative position (fig.1 shows 
that the support member 22 is in operative position, the cap 14 capped the head 12), 
the capping member engages the print head to cap the print head and when the support 
member is in the inoperative position, the capping member is disengaged from the print 
head (Column 3: line 1-15). While Fukazawa does not specifically disclose the base 
structure and the chassis, these elements is necessary to provide in the printer because 
it's necessary that the solenoid connect to something as a base and the base must 
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connected to something as chassis. In another word, the structure of a printer must 
have these elements because the solenoid or the base cannot float in the air, they must 
connect to some element. 

With respect to claim 2, Fukazawa et al discloses the support member is 
configured to be normally in the operative position and to move into the inoperative 
position when the solenoid is energized by the electrical power supply (Column 3: line 
28-34). 

With respect to claim 3, Fukazawa discloses that in which a biasing mechanism 
is engages with the support member to bias the support member into the operative 
position when the solenoid de-energized (Column 3: line 36-44) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 4-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 4-9 are allowable over prior art of record because at least prior art have 
not been discloses or teach the base structure and the solenoid are both elongate to 
correspond with a length of the print head.
